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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH Ist, 1881. 


The statutes of the State require that the Superintending 
School Committee of each town shall make a yearly report of 
the condition of the schools in the towns over which they have 
supervision. Complying with said statutes, the committee sub- 
mits the following report of the winter terms. 

The committee feels it his duty to emphatically urge upon 
the citizens the necessity of securing competent teachers to in- 
struct the youth of our town. There is some considerable strife 
in a few districts in town in the choice of a Prudential Commit- 
tee, the reason evidently being to secure the services of a cer- 
tain party for teacher. All such strife as this is detrimental to 
the highest interests of the schools in question, for where there 
is strife and contention between the parents of a district, there 
is apt to be trouble with any teacher, no matter how well quali- 
fied, who undertakes to teach such a school. 

There is no correct means of comparing the several schools 
in town as to their deportment and advancement. If the town 
were willing to compensate a committee for more frequent vis- 
its, a means would be partially provided for such a comparison. 
It would seem that the school registers ought to give the needed 
information, but teachers are so different in their manner of 
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marking, that we fail of means from this source to secure any- 
thing by which we should dare to return such a comparison. A 
comparison of this kind would be of value, and would undoubt- 
edly incite both teacher and scholar to strive for a higher degree 
of excellence. We can truly say that we think that schools in 
town are more than ordinary and in point of scholarship sur- 
pass those that are more favored,

These teachers have all acquitted themselves creditably 
and a good degree of progress has been made in all the schools, 
yet it has been more noticable in some than in others. 


In Nos. 9 and 1, good advancement was made and the 
teachers had the sympathy and respect of the scholars, and 
where this occurs a good school is the result, if there are not 
outside forces at work. 


In Nos. 3 and 8, commendable progress was made. The 
teachers did good work both in their instructions and main- 
tenance of good order. 


In Nos. 4 and 2, the schools appeared very creditable at 
close, both of which had commenced before your committee’s 
term of office began. We believe the teachers were. faithful in 
their instruction, and the pupils made fair progress. 


In No. 5, the teacher is too well Known for us to comment 
to any extent. Miss Leach has taught many schools and her 
services are ever in demand, as she is known to be a fine teacher. 
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The school is very much improved by the addition of new  pu- 
pils moving into the district, making it advanced and consider- 
able larger in numbers. 


In No. 7, there was too much familiarity between teacher 
and scholars to secure the best results. Itis hard to keep 
good order where this exists,.and scholars are inclined to think 
more of play than study, yet the school appeared well at the 
examination and the teacher’s labors were attended with a good 
degree of advancement. 


We endeavored to impress upon the minds of the schools 
the importance of pursuing every study with thoroughness, and 
to discourage the idea that it was the chief thing *‘to go through 
the book.” Owing to the unusual amount of snow and the 
severity of the weather, the attendance has not. been what we 
should otherwise expect. 


Many of the schools in town are more deficient in scholars 
than anything else, and the time is not far ahead when either 
districts will have to consolidate or expend their share of money 
on perhaps one or two pupils. We should suggest that when 
it is possible for districts to thus join, that it be done very soon.

It is for the material interest of both districts that they should . 


unite. It is impossible to have a school of high order with so 
few scholars, as is the case in some of our districts. ‘Teachers 
cannot stimulate scholars to put forth so great efforts, and in- 
terest is lacking on the part of both parents and scholars; and 
the money which not exactly thrown away, does not accom- 
plish half what it ought. It is not good financiering to thus 
have our school money used ; we should get more out of it. 


The committee of last yearspoke inhisreportof the decided 
lack of illustrative apparatus, and reference books. We have not 
seen as any district has taken any heed whatever of his valuable 
suggestions relating thereto, nor are we very firm in the faith 
that anything will be done in the year to come. However, we 
must urge upon the citizens, the great need of something of 
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this kind. A small globe and a dictionary would add very 
much, and would be alike useful and serviceable. They will 
not cost very much, and we consider them indispensable in ev- 
ery school, especially in such schools as we have in this town. 
Citizens, look into this matter and be up with the times. 

We have not found the schools badly classified, indeed, 
the books are quite uniform. One new text-book—namely, a 
grammar—has been introduced, and it has given good satisfac- 
tion in the main. A new spelling book is much needed and 
should be next introduced. The one now in use has been 
used along time, and a new one would stimulate scholars to 
attend to this neglected branch of study, more diligently. 

The High school was taught again by Mr. G. E. Perley, 
who, being familiar with the requirements of the school, was 
enabled to make the term alike profitable and pleasant. 
The examination was interesting, and showed that thorough- 
ness was observed and practiced. The literary exercises dur- 
ing the term, and the closing exercises compared favorably 
with former terms, although the scholars were not’ so old in 
years. Let us, as citizens of Lempster, and friends of general 
culture and improvement, notallow this school to cease, but let 
us lend it our aid always. Inso doing, we shall advance the 
standard of our common schools, the foundation of future 
prosperity, and the hope and strength of coming generations.
